We shud- 
dered when we read the general 
prediction for this winter's weather 
by Abe Weatherwise, the "Alma- 
nac's" prophets. He says we can 
expect a winter "as severe as any 
of the 20th century." 


All we can say is if it beats the 


long, hard winter of 1936, we can 
just as well hibernate.

The publisher, Robb Sagendorph, 


says be doesn't regard the book's 
weather information too seriously, 
but concludes "Abe" has a pretty 
fair record. Last year, Abe said 
the winter would continue a trend 


• away from warmer winters. The 


Almanac says, "The figures revea 
it was colder than any of the past 
six ... 
The Hudson river froze 


over for the first time in 37 years. 
The frost went deeper into the 
ground this past winter than it has 
in the memory of anyone living. 


Sagendorph claims Abe came 


out ahead of the U. 8. Weather 
Bureau'* 10-day forecasts, the 
Woolly B«an and other predic- 
tors.

Abe's dismal prediction for the 


winter begins with November. The 
first six days are slated to be cole 
and bleak. Bad storms will hit 
from the 7th to 14th. A mild spell 
is due from the 15th to the 21st 
with a snowstorm expected on the 
23rd to 25th. The month will close 
with a two-pronged northeaster. 


December will open with a 


week ot blustery

cold 


weather, followed by snows the 
7th 
through 9th, rain 
and 


•leet the 10th 'through 16th and 
cold to very cold temperatures 
and snow flurries the remainder 
of the month, including Christ- 
mas.

(4-10); Good for skating and for 
mating. (11-15); Cold, colder, cold- 
est.

record as & forecaster, his phras- 
ing would make them worthwhile. 
While we always like to see what 
he says the winter has in store, 
we seldom get into the summer 
months when he offers such pre- 
dictions as these:

of State Dulles announced 
the United States is acting 
today to eliminate passport 
restrictions for 
Americans 


traveling in the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe. He 
urged Russia also to lower 
barriers in the knowledge 
that Russians and Americans 
"never fought each other" 
and have a solid basis for 
good will. 


Dulles, British Foreign Secretary 


Harold Maonillan and French For- 
eign Minister Antoine Pinay made 
a concerted plea to Soviet Foreign 
Minister V, M. Molotov in the Big 
Four session to help break down 
barriers between East and We*, 


Dalles specifically noted that free 


exchanges are now blocked by Rus- 
sia's "all-«7nbracing censorship of 
press and radio" and by the jam- 
ming of brondCTSls wsch- M the 
Voice of America, 


To show willingness on the part 


of the West to make some concrete 
moves to break down the walls, 
Dulles said -that "hereafter. Ameri- 
can passports wiU be valid for the 
Soviet Union and all the countries 
of Eastern Kurope with which the 
United States maintains relations.'" 


These restricUons -were originally 


imposed "due to 3ac3t ot adequate 
protection afforded to American 
dozens in the Soviet bloc coun- 
tries." the secretary explained. 


Dulles said the U. S. government

man and socialite, was shot dead Sunday by his beautiful blonde wife. 
Between hysterical sobs she told police she had mistaken him for a 
prowler. 


The death was .marked down.as 


"accidental pending further inves- 
tigation" . by Nassau County Dist. 
Atty. Frank Gulotta. 


The prominent^Woodwards, 


married 12 years and" the parents 
of two children, had 
returned 


home from a party in honor of the 
Duchess of Windsor abouc two 
hours before the shooting- 


Owner of Nashua 


Woodward. 35. was the owner of 


the racehorse Nashua. His wife, 
Ann. 32, an ex-model, shared his 
enthusiasm for racing and was 
seen with him by millions who 
watched on television the $100.000 
match race in which Nashua beat 
Swaps, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby, in Chicago last Aug. 31. 


Woodward inherited Nashua and 


the famous Belair stables at Bow- 
ie, JId., near Washington. D. C., 
from his banker father, who died 
in 1953. 


The couple also shared an inter- 


est in big game hunting. On an ex- 
pedition to India several years ago, 


Mrs. Woodward bagged several 
trophies, proving herself to be a 
crack shot. 


Felled By Shotgun 


c was a 12-gauge, double-bar- 


relled shotgun that felled Wood- 
ward just inside the doorway of his 
bedroom about 3 a.m. 


Police arrived at the loxv. ram- 


bling 15-room home on the 60-acre 
Woodward estate soon after the 
shooting. Mrs. Woodward, crying 
incoherently into the telephone, 
had asked the operator to get help 
at about the same time that a 
watchman, who heard the shots, 
also notified police. 


The sobbing, hysterical wife was 


found on the floor holding the life- 
less, unclothed body of her' hus- 
band in her arms.

Polio Chapter 
Make Plans for March 
Of Dimes in January 


OREGON —(Special)—- A reor- 


ganizational meeting .of the Ogle 
County Chapter, of this National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
was held at the Ogle County Court 
House in Oregon, Oct. 24. 


Dale Boehme. Illinois State rep- 


resentative of the National Foun- 
dation; showed a movie, "Remem- 
ber Me." It was taken in July 
and August during the epidemics 
in' Boston,: Mass.. and Milwaukee 
and Appleton, Wis. Boehme talk- 
ed on the need of the organization 
for'research and patient care. The 
Salk vaccine ill decrease the num- 
ber of cases, Boehme feels, but 
there is .the expense of the care 
of those", who have had the disease. 
Sometimes :the cure has to cover 
a period of 10 years or^more. 


Boehme said the children who 


had their first shot in April will 
receive the -second shot free in 
November. The vaccine, for the 
third shot, which should be given 
in about seven months after the 
second, shot, will be free, but you 
will have to pay a doctor for 'giv- 
ing: the shot. 


Al Musselman, Rochelle; chair- 


man "of the Ogle'" County Chapter, 
outlined his plan for the March'of 
Dimes campaign, t He will have 
township chairmen. He feels this 
will; be a more effecient and com- 
plete way to contact everyone. 
. 


Musselman stressed the fact that 


Ogle County uses all of the funds 
so the county never has given any 
for. research. There is no county 
quota but by experience, the fund 
needs are knowm 


Musselman said there is a case 


In Ogle County that since the pa- 
tient has had polio it has been ne- 
cessary to spend nearly $17,000 *w 
treatment. -This year the cost 


ranged form $10 to $1.300 per pa- 
tient. There are four new patients 
and 20 patients in all. "Anyone 
who has polio is eligible to be giv- 
en care by the Chapter." Mussel- 
man Stated, "no matter what his 
financial status is." 


In the March of Dimes cam- 


paign 50 per cent of funds is kept 
in the county and 50 per cent sent 
to National headquarters, but if 
the county needs mode than their 
50 per cent of funds, they get it 
from the National. 


Musselman 
felt there -was a 


great need for better patient care 
in Ogle County. One woman near 
Ghana is helpless and is using a 
borrowed bed and wheel chair. 
She had polio in 1949. It has, been 
four years since the March 'of 
Dimes helped her. A lady in 
Brookville will be sent for post- 
polio evaluation, and the need is 
great for, funds for all this patient 
care. 


The national quota for the cam- 


paign is $47,600,000. The campaign 
will be held in January.

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Helping Hand Needed 


The United States is about to have its first visit from 


President Carlos Castillo Armas of Guatemala, which a year 
and a half ago was in the news as a small Communist hot- 
spot in the Western hemisphere. 


Castillo Armas is coming here for economic talks with 


business and financial leaders in New York and top govern- 
ment officials in Washington. 
Undoubtedly the question of 


more and bigger U. S. aid will be uppermost on the agenda. 


The Guatemalan president was the military hero of the 


1954 revolt which threw out the previous Red-tinged govern- 
ment and put the little Central American country firmly in 
the Western camp. 


It's fair to ask on the occasion of this visit how he has 


been running Guatemala since his heralded triumph in the 
field.In the view of Daniel James, a Latin-American specialist 
who was there but a few months back, the answer is that 
Castillo Armas is now doing pretty well. After a very shaky 
start, featuring minor rebellion and widespread dissatisfac- 
tion, the country has begun to move toward stability. 
*

Labor, which grumbled at" first when the old Commu- 


nist-led unions were dissolved, has regained most of its for- 
mer guarantees and is in a happier frame of mind. Most 
of the big unions have been reorganized, to good effect. 


' Agrarian reform has been launched. Castillo Armas has 


made certain distributions of land to Guatemalans from par- 
qels donated by such large holders as the United Fruit Co. 


Guatemalan businessmen have taken heart from signs 


of growing stability, and are beginning to take their money 
out of hiding. Here and there a manufacturer is expanding. 


James observes that the United States, which is credited 


with a key role in the revolt itself, is also responsible for 
much of the country's improvement. 
We have extended 


Point Four type technical assistance, offering both money 
and expert guidance.

Private American firms are contributing to the picture. 


United Fruit has a plan to spend 25 million dollars to rehabili- 
tate disease-ridden banana lands on Guatemala's east coast. 
Pan American World Airways expects to put up a new hotel 
in Guatemala City. A utility affiliated with a large Ameri- 
can concern is ready to spend 17 million dollars on new en- 
ergy capacity. 


This doesn't mean Guatemala's troubles are over. The 


worst seems to be a shortage of corn. Speculation is also a 
problem. 


But. according to James, there is real reason for opti- 


mism today. Since that appears to be the story, the requests 
for help which Castillo Armas will make deserve the most 
respectful and earnest study by American officials and busi- 
nessmen. 


Grabbing Guatemala from the Reds was a modest but 


significant victory. Having helped to gain it for the West, 
we cannot let it slide backward through neglect. We must 
continue to take a lead" role in making it into an enclave of 
real strength and a visible proof of the advantages of the 
freeway of life.. 


The Doctor Says 


Surgery Remains Best 
Treatment for Hernia 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


Mrs. Y., asks for a discussion of 


rupture and whether this and her- 
nia mean the aame thing. Also, 
Bhe wants to know whether or not 
there are any way* of ' treating 
this besides surgery. 


Mrs. Y., is correct: Hernia and 


rupture do mean the aame thing. 
A hernia results from a weaken- 
ing of the structure* which ar« 
supposed to hold th« organs in 
place, th« most common, location 
for such rupture being through 
since part of the abdominal wall. 
In men particularly, this occurs 
most frequently in the groin. 


IT IS GENERALLY BELIEVED 


that the weakness leading to her- 
nia is inborn, at least to »ome ex- 
tent. though it may not become 
obvious unless some strain has 
been put on the weakened tissues 
by heavy lifting or some similar 
activity. 


For a person not engaged in 


heavy manual labor a rupture may 
not cause any trouble though there 
is always the risk that it will 
someday come out farther and get 
strangled or develop into some 
other complication. 


JJeverlheJess. treatment is usu- 


ally desirable and unless there are 
good reasons lo the contrary. 
surgery is best A truss or sup- 
port may help but does not cure. 
Most operations lor hernia can be 
done mShout special risk at al- 
most any age. but one has to de- 
cade whether the occupation and 
other considerations justify the pe- 
riod of invahdism and the expense.

nia. Th* purpose of th« injections 
as lo jmtate the inside ol the her- 
mal sac so that a firm scar 
form al the point where the hernia 
is bulging and force back Ihe con- 
tents ot Ihe sac where it belongs.

treatments and carries some nsk. 
Also, the »cax tissue formed is not 
*Jv.-ays strong enough to bring 
permanent relief. Although the in- 
jection treatment still has some 
supporters, it is probably not uaed 
as much as it used to tot aaA it not 
as desirable as surgery in moat 
cases.

Americans can prove personal achievement al- 
though for a long time we had a horde of petty par- 
asites from all over our country living high in Ber- 
lin on cut-price groceries and meat shipped in from 
home and hogging the best quarters while the Ger- 
mans bundled in hovels and drafty .ruins. 


To th« extent that we paid the taxes which pro- 


vided the make-work payrolls in the hardship days, 
all of us can be dealt in.

Soviet Union. 


MacMillan said that later he 


would introduce proposals to step 
up freer movement between East 
and West through direct air links 
with Moscow. Western airlines 
have been trying for years to get 
landing rights in the Soviet capi 
tal. Only a Finnish airline has 
been granted this right, and that 
only recently.

Opening Rounds of 1956 
Campaign Will Be Dull 


No Real Issues Seen 
At This Early Date

WASHINGTON 0?) — The 1956- 


presidential campagin will proba- 
bly be pretty dull — so far as real 
issues go — unless evaits change 
the picture before campaign time 
next summer. 


Both parties will do the usual: 


Talk about the differences between 
them. But year by year-those dif- 
ferences have narrowed until now 
they are arguments more on de- 
tails than on basic issues. ' 


The Republicans, for example, 


have accepted — they'd be com- 
mitting political suicide if they 
didn't — the major legislation of 
the New Deal and "Fair Deal": 
Social security, minimum wages, 
collective bargaining, and so on. 


Expanded on Some 


In some cases they have ex- 


panded on them. In foreign af- 
fairs President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Dulles have fol- 
lowed the broad policy of Presi- 
dent Truman 
and 
Secretary of 


State Acheson. 


Eisenhower, whether or not he 


himself runs again, has set the 
tone for both parlies in 1956. His 
moderation, in policies and per- 
sonal dealings, made him look, 
before his heart attack, like a sure 
winner again. Further, a time of 
high prospeiity does not call for 
boat-rocking innovations. 


It's no wonder then that both 


parties seem to be preparing to 
present themselves to the voters 
in 1956 as "moderate." 
But 
a 


campaign based on moderation 
hardly holds out promise of ex- 
citement or extremes. 


With Eisenhower unlikely to run. 


his Republicans seem able to think

Dr. Richard J. Campana, assist- 
nt plant pathologist with the Illi- 
iofs Natural History Survey, Ur- 
)ana, will be the guest speaker. 


Dr. Campana recently announced 
hat Dutch elm djseasc is known to 
ccur in 73 of the state's 102 coun- 
ies. Although it has, not been de- 
eded in the local area, new west- 
ward and northward extensions of 
the disease wtre discovered this 
year. 


The fungus-type of disease is 


<nown to exist in Rockford, Ottawa 
and Chicago. It originated in South- 
ern Illinois. 


Dr. Campana's special research 


interests are in the fields of re- 
search on diseases of forest and 
shade trees and on deterioration 
of wooden products. 


Science Author 


Besides being a former assistant 


3lant pathologist with the U. S. 
department of Agriculture, he is 
also the author 'of a number of 
scientific articles on subjects con- 
iccted with his research. 


He is a member of the Society of 


American Foresters, the American 
Phytopathological Society, the Illi- 
nois Technical Foresters Associa- 
tion, the National Shade Tree Con- 
ference and the Illinois Academy of 
Science. 


A native of Everett, Mass., Mr. 


Campana received his bachelor's 
degree at the University of Idaho 
in 1943, his master's degree in 
1947 and his doctor's degree in 1952 
from Yale University. 


Prior to July, 1952, he had been 


on the teaching staffs of Perm 
State College and Noriji Carolina 
State College. 


According to Dr. Campana, pres- 


ence of Dutch elm disease was con- 
'irmed by laboratory culture this 
year for the first time in DuPage, 
Kendall, Grundy, LaSalle, Mar- 
shall, Putnam, Tazewell, Logan, 
Menard, ScHuyler. Scott, Macou- 
pin, Randolph, Perry, Union, Wil- 
liamson, Washington and Cumber- 
land counties. 


Spread* Intensifies 


"Of greater significance than the 


extension of the disease to addition 
al counties was its spread and in- 
tensificatjpn in areas previously af- 
fected," Dr. Campana said. 


Dutch elm disease has been held 


in check in some communities by 
sanitation, which means careful, 
thorough and prompt removal of 
all elm wood in which beetles can 
breed. This means not only di 
seased ^Ims but all weakened, dy- 
ing and dead elms, all elm wood 
piles, bark, stumps, and weakened 
and dead branches in healthv trees.

Diseased trees should be re- 


moved before the beetles emerge. 
There are two generations of Euro- 
pean elm beecle each year in the 
midwestern states. Emergence of 
the first generation, which reaches 
a peak in June, is followed closely 
by the second generation, which 
reaches a peak in August. 


Beetle-infested trees that can- 


not be destroyed within a few yard 
of where they are standing should 
be sprayed with one percent DDT 
in No. 2 fuel oil before they are, 
hauled away for burning. This is 
to prevent carrying the fungus to 
healthy trees along the route to 
the place where the diseased trees 
are burned. 


Two Sprayings 


In addition to sanitation, two 


sprayings with special formula 
tions of DDT are recommended by 
the State Natural History Survey 
The fiist, in April or early May 
should contain 12 per cent DDT if 
applied with a mist blower, or two 
per cent DDT if applied with a hy 
draulic sprayer. The second treat 
ment should be applied after the 
second growth of leaves occurs on 
the elms, usually late in July in 
Illinois. It should contain- six per 
cent DDT if applied with a mis' 
blower, or one per cent DDT if a 
hydraulic sprayer is used. 


Spraying all elms in a commu 


nity may be too costly.- Where only 
limited funds are available it may 
be found expedient to spray only 
the elms close to diseased trees 
Spraying all elms within 1,000 fee 
of a diseased' tree should give 
worth-while protection, since mos 
of the beetles do not fly more than 
800 feet from the tree in which 
they emerge, the Natural History 
Survey said.

OIL CITY, Pa. (B— John Har- 


mon didn't pay a bit of attention 
to government agents who told him 
to plant nine acres of wheat. He 
went ahead with plans to plant 24 
acres. Now he's in trouble. 


The government has placed a 


lien on his farm for $404.28, ac- 
cusing him of violating regulations 
restricting his farm acreage. Har- 
mon, 46, a Venango County dairy 
farmer, said he won't pay. He 
added: 


"I have never had any part of 


subsidy. I have my own way. I'll 
be darned if I think this allotment 
and subsidy business is right or 
American. 


"I have my own ideas about 


American rights. It sometimes 
makes me awful hopping mad and 
at other times, it just takes the 
heart out of you." 


Farmer Harmon's trouble start- 


ed last year. The government with 
its "blasted forms . . . and all 
kinds of red tape," as he put it- 
told him his wheat acreage allow- 
ance was nine acres.. Harmon put 
in 24 acres. 


The Venango County Agricultur- 


al Stabilization and Soil Conserva- 
tion Committee sent two of its 
members around to talk to Har- 
mon. Then the committee—duty 
bound—reported to state headquar- 
ters. From there the information 
was passed to Washington.

by "a government checkoff for 
promotion of one product." 


Attacking fixed government price 


supports, Shuman said price sup- 
port programs "at best provide 
reasonable protection against dis- 
astrous collapse of prices and time 
for orderly adjustments. At worst, 
price supports maintained at high, 
rigid levels accumulate surpluses 
which 
>vreck our markets and 


limit our freedom to manage our 
own business." 


Cites Example 


Shuman cited as an example of 


the farmers collectively reversing 
an unfavorable price trend, the 
shrinking hog production of 1951- 
53. As a result of the 20 per cent 
reduction, he said, hog prices rose 
from the low of 77 per cent of par- 
ity in December 1952 to 114 per 
cent of parity in December, 1953. 


He added that this stimulated 


production in 1954 and 1955, with 
the result that hog prices had 
fallen to 75 per cent of parity in 
September of this year. 


"Farmers are concerned about 


the current hog price situation,'' 
he continued. "However, we mjist 
avoid government -price policies 
which prevent normal economic 
adjustments. 


"Our best opportunity of earn- 


ing satisfactory income in agri- 
culture is to produce and sell the 
things we consumers want and 
need.

termine whether release would b« 
"prejudicial" to the national in- 
terest. Agencies being consulted 
include the Stale and Treasury De- 
partments and the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency.
